BOISE - Rep. Ron Black, R-Twin Falls, 
said it’s time Republicans, including liim- 
self, think twice about crowding the prima- 
ry for state schools superintendent.

Bennett says the fee increase 
was to keep in line with hospitals 
of this size. 

There also is a new severance 
clause. 

If the board terminates the 
managers’ contract without 
cause, the managers would 
receive a lump sura equal to 24 
times the monthly base fee, 
excluding retirement plan contri- . 
butions. That could add up to 
more than $600,000. 

“The new severance plan 
extends some security to people 
who have to make controversial

decisions, but may also have to 
face pressure on their employers 
to terminate them because of 
those decision, Bennett said. The 
plans allows them do their job. 

"And this allows them to make 
a tough decision without being 
left out in the cold," Bennett 
said. “It’s best to give them that 
security." 

Fry said it was good addition 
given the tenuous nature of the 
health core industry. 

The hospital board also agreed 
to match the contributions made 
by Bingham and Fry to their 
retirement plan, retroactive to 


June 1. 

Bingham and Fry have worked 
for the hospital for more than 10 
years. They formed their corpora- 
tion in 1995 when they left a pri- 
vate management company. 
After the hospital’s contract 
ended with the comany, Magic 
Valley Regional entered into a 
contract witli Bingham and Fry. 

By comparison, the county hos- 
pital paid the management com- 
pany $540,622 for its services.*'

Morley, the latest candidate to 
announce a bid against GOP 
incumbent Anne Fox, was 
flanked by political heavyweights 
for his announcement. 

Morley said he prefers school 
districts to deride most education- 
al issues. He said he thinks phon- 
ics is the best way "to teach rend- 
ing, but the schools, not the state, 
should deride how much phonics 
to incorporate into lessons. 

On vocational education, 
“we’re setting ourselves up for 
unemployment” and other prob- 
lems if the state doesn’t continue 
to encourage t eel mi cal and elec- 
tronic training, Morley said. On 
his potential role on the state 
Land Board, Morley described 
himself as a conservative 
Republican who is looking out for 
. children, and would take every 
action as it comes. 

Morley said he wants to pro- 
vide voters with an alterative to 
Fox, but declined to comment 
about her administration. 

“This is Ronald Reagan’s birth- 
day. And I think I will abide by 
what he said, ‘Thou shah not 
speak ill of a fellow Republican,’” 
Morley said. 

Sen. Darrel Deide, R-Caldwcll, 
a well-respected former schools 
superintendent, vowed to work as 
hard as he can to get' Morley 
elected. 


“He has a vision of what Idaho 
schools can be," Deide said. 

House Majority Leader Bruce 
Newcomb, R-Burlcyj praised 
Morley’s ability to deal with peo- 
ple and-handic Cassia County’s 
$21.9 million bond issue to build ~ 
a technical school and other pro-, 
jeets. Later he said he hasn’t 
derided who to support and will 
talk to Black before endorsing 
anyone. 

Sen. Denton Darrington, R- 
Dcclo, said Morley was a “key 
player" in changing the funding 
formula for public schools in 1994 
and reforming administrative 
rules. 

Morley got into the race after 
Darrington derided he wouldn’t 
run for the position this year, 
Darrington later said. 

Sen. Laird Noh, R-Kimberly, 
who has long been active in edu- 
cation issues, attended Morley’s 
news conference and later said 
he endorsed Morley. He wouldn't 
comment on why he won’t sup- 
port Black, a candidate who 
shares his Twin Falls County dis- 
trict, but said Black is a “good 
sincere individual." 

Noh said he has worked with 
Morley over the years and likes 
whnt he secs. 

For the past 17 years, Morley 
has worked as a teacher, princi- 
pal and superintendent in Boise, 
Sugar City and most recently 


Burley. 

Black, Morley, Fox, and New 
Plymouth , School District 
Superintendent Ryan Kerby arc 
running for the GOP nomination. 
Democratic candidates arc 
Dietrich School District 

Superintendent- James 

Harshfield; Koaskia high school 
teacher Richard Adams; Marilyn . 
Howard, principal of West Park 
Elementary School in Moscow; 
and Wally Hedrick, chairman of 
the Meridian School Board. 

Randy Stapilus, a Boise politi- 
cal historian, said endorsements 
by Noh and Deide are significant, 
but Morley is just one more can- . 
didate in a crowded race, which 
can only help Fox. 

“The more candidates running 
against Anne Fox the better 
Anne. Fox’s chances arc,” 
Stapilus said. “And this 
announcement is certainly not a 
help to Ron Black or anybody 
else who is running in the 
Republican Party.” 

Fox, through her spokes- 
woman, welcomed Morley in the 
race and said she will focus her 
campaign on improving reading - 
through phonics and establishing 
standards for what children 
learn.

British prime minister gives 
Clinton ringing end o rsem ent 


WASHINGTON — At first, the 
scene seemed familiar: A White 
House press conference spotlight- 
ing a foreign leader's visit is sud-

Blair makes a fitting apologist 
for the president because he and 
Clinton have almost identical 
approaches to domestic policy as 
wcill os to foreign relations. Blair 
has often drawn comparisons 
between himself and Clinton as 
proponents of the “radical center” 
in politics, and the president has 
done his shore of supporting Blair.

Still, others could come to a dif- 
ferent conclusion, depending on 
what Mrs. Currie told a grand 
jury last week about her discus- 
sion with the president, several 
lawyers said. 

“Her characterization of his 
purpose is influential, but not 


conclusive on what he was trying 
to do,” said Steve Gillcrs, a pro- 
fessor nt New York University 
Law School 

Those hearing the case “could 
listen to what she says lie said, 

. and could side with her belief or 
not” regarding whether the presi- 
dent was trying to influence Mrs. 
Currie's recollection, said Gillers. 

Mrs. Currie testified last week 
to the grand jury investigating . 
the alleged presidential affair 
and cover-up involving Ms. 
Lewinsky.

Chief optimistic Idaho 
will get federal money 


BOISE (AP) — With billions of 
dollars in backlogged highway 
" and" Bridge - improvements 
statewide, an optimistic trans- 
porta tion chief sp eculated F rida y 
that Idaho will end up with more 
federal money than in the past. 

First, though, Congress must 
reauthorize th^e federal highway 
bill. Partisan bickering has stalled 
action on the legislation, which is 
now set to expire May 1. 

But Dwight Bower pointed out 
to legislative budget writers that 
both the House and Senate ver- 
sions in Congress call for Idaho 
and other rural western states to 
get more federal cash. 

“There are 9 lot of issues left to 
be resolved, and if we get more, 
so meon e gets Jess,” Bower $aid._ 
“ “There are 13 of those, und'lhcy - 
arc fighting very hard. The Rocky 
Mountain West has tremendous 
needs being borne by a few people. 

“But we axe pan of the national 
transportation fabric, and the 
Congress acknowledges that, they 
recognize that,” Bower said. 

And he assured the Joint 
Finance-Appropriations Com- 
mittee that the Transportation 
Department is ready to handle 
the additional work that will 
come if more federal highway 
money reaches the state. 

Under present circumstances, 
Idaho would get $128 million in 
federal funds this year on top of 
the $185 million generated by 
local taxes and fees. 

Aided by the lost four-cent hike 
in the state fuel tax 21 months 
ago, the department has managed 
to further reduce the amount of 
inadequate pavement in the state 
to 23 percent and poor bridges to

It positions the delegation 
to those elements of industry that 
are more closely aligned to n par- 
ticular resource," said Betsy 
Loyless, political director at the 
LCV. 

Idaho lawmakers dismissed— 
the report, saying it reflects 
the Democratic Party agenda 
more than the needs of the

state’s citizens. 

Members of 27 environmental 
agencies rated lawmakers on 
their votes on issues such as graz- 
ing fees, public land use protec- 
tions, and the use of Yucca 
Mountain site as a repository for 
spent nuclear fuel. Lawmakers 
were scored on a percentage 
scale with 100 percent showing 
strong support for the environ- 
ment. 

Sen. Larry Craig, R-ID and Sen.

Poll says public not too concerned 
about abortion, prison spending 


BOISE (AP) — Their profile in 
the headlines and the Legislature 
is high, but a new poll found only 
one-third of 1 percent of those 
questioned consider abortion or 
prison spending among Idaho’s 
most important issues. 

Only homelessness and child 
abuse ranked lower among pub- 
! lie concerns. 

“We have a lot of issues wc 
deal with, from drugs to abortion, 
that hardly rate on our radar 
scale here in this survey," James 
1 Weathcrby, chairman of the 
Department of Public Policy and 
Administration at Boise State 
University, said Friday. 

The telephone poll of 653 peo- 
ple, conducted in late December 
by the Social Science Research 
Center at Boise State University, 
found the impacts of rapid 
' growth the most important issue 
' faring Idaho for the fifth year in 
a row. It was named by 132 per- 
' cent of those questioned for the 
• annual survey. 

Another 8.2 percent identified 
the quality of education as the 
top issue, making it the second- 
ranking concern for the fourth 
consecutive year. The same num- 
1 ber of people were surveyed far 
the previous poll, and both had 
margins of error of plus or minus' 
four percentage points. 

And wliilc only a small number 
of respondents considered it n 
crucial issue, the new survey 
found Idaho residents evenly 
divided on whether abortion 
should be legal. 


“You can slice it with a knife. 
It goes right down the middle," 
said John Crank, the associate 
professor of criminal justice at 
Boise State who directed the poll. 

Thirty-six percent of the 
respondents said abortion should 
be illegal in most cases and anoth- 
er 14.4 percent said it always 
should be illegal. Bur 31.4 percent 
said abortion should be legal in 
most cases and 16.9 percent said 
it always should be legal.

A suidde bomber blew herself up 
in downtown Colombo Friday just 
hours after Prince Charles ended 
a visit to the Indian Ocean island 
nation, killing eight other people 
and wounding five. 

There was no indication the 
attack was aimed at Prince 
Charles, who had used his four- 
— day vlslr to oppeal'for mrcnd'to 
Sri Lanka’s ethnic violence, con- 
demning an earlier bombing 
blamed on rebels of the Tamil 
minority. 

Security had been strength- 
ened for the prince's trip, easing 
after he flew out of Sri Lanka's 
dvilian airport en route to Nepal 
The bomber, who struck six 
hours after Charles left, detonat- 
— ed explosives concealed in her 
handbag when she was stopped nt 
a checkpoint 300 yards from the 
' gates of Srl T-anko’s air force 
headquarters, said B.D.M.T. 
Dissanayake, Colombo's deputy 
inspector general of police. 

The attack killed three air force 
guards and two army soldiers, os 
well as the woman and her three 
companions. 

“They had probably planned to 
attack earlier but could not do 
so,” given the tight security, 
Dissanayake said. 

Police blamed the attack on 
Liberation Tigers of Tamil Eelam, 
the main rebel group fighting for 
a Tamil homeland. The war has 
killed more than 50,000 people in 
the last 15 years. 

The same group was blamed for 
the Jan. 2S bombing nt the 
nation's holiest Buddhist temple, 
said to contain a tooth of Buddha.

TWIN FALLS - A dose inspection of 
grocery store shelves reveals a variety of 
specialty food items developed, pro- 
duced and marketed by local indepen- 
dent food manufacturers. 

"Thero’s a growing demand nation- 
wide for specialty foods,” said Laura 
Johnson, marketing spedalist with the 
state Department of Agriculture in 
Boise. 

“People want organic. They want 
fresh, they wont variety, and they're 
pretty darn demanding,” she said. 

One of the main reasons small food 
manufacturers fail is packaging, 
Johnson said. 

“One of the biggest mistakes they 
make is they don't invest enough in 
packaging design," she said. The pack- 
age is the customer's first impression at 
the point of sale, and if tho labd looks 
amnteurish, tho product won’t move, sho 
said.

The average secondary 
teacher's salary during the 1996- 
1997 academic year was $28,743 
in the 35 Idaho districts with 499 
or fewer students, according to 
information from the Idaho 
Department of Education. The 
average elementary teacher’s pay 
in those districts was $28,521, 
according to the education depart- 
ment. 

Head teachers in Idaho's 35 
smallest districts made an overage, 
of $30,796 in 1996-1997, according 
to the department. . 

An education department print- 
out of the 107 Idaho superinten- 
dents’ salaries shows, tha t salaries

The tentative plan is to sell the 
land as needed lo pay for new con- 
struction, perhaps starling with a 
gym and a few classrooms, he said. 
The district hopes to eventually 
replace the old school building, 
but that could take as long ns 20 
years. 

The subject of teacher's wages 
has come up during many recent 
School Board meetings, Weber 
said.

| Court says killer of grizzly 
i is not entitled to jury trial 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

- — Someone -charged with killing a - - 
. grizzly bear is not entitled to a 
j jury trial, a federal appeals court 
, ruled Friday. 

; Upholding an Oregon man’s 
. . i f conviction for killing a grizzly in 
! Montana, the 9th U.ST Circuit 
J Court of Appeals said the crime, 
i punishable by six months in jail 
! and a $25,000 fine, is a “petty" 

| offense for which no jury is 

• required. 

! The court noted that the 
! Supreme Court has not required 
; a jury for crimes punishable by 
-> six months in-jail, unless addh 
j tional penalties show that the leg- 

• islativc body considered the 
crime to be serious. 

Paul N. Clovette, from the 
- Portland area, was convicted of 
killing a federally protected 
species, a grizzly found shot to 
death in September 1995 near a 
campsite southwest of Big Sky, 
Mont. He claimed the bear was 
endangering his wife, but U.S. 
District Judge Paul Hatfield 
found him guilty, fined him 
$2,000 and ordered him to pay 
$6,250 in restitution to the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service. 

In upholding his conviction, the 
appeals court said the Supreme 


Court has required a jury trial for 
-a crimo punishable by six months 
in jail in only one case, when the 
defendant was fined $52 million. 

Congress has defined petty 
crimes as those punishable by up 
to six months and a $5,000 fine, 
but courts have disregarded that 
limit. Two other appeals courts 
have denied juries when the 
maximum fine was $10,000, and 
the court said Friday that a 
$25,000 fine didn’t reflect a clear 
congressional determination the 
crime was serious. 

The court also said physical 
evidence and Clavettc’s inconsis- 
tent accounts about the threat 
posed by the bear entitled 
Hatfield to reject the defenses 
claim. Judge Thomas ReavleyyO 
visiting jurist from the 5th UiS. 
Circuit Court of Appeals, wrote 
the 3-0 ruling.

Some push retaining mral 
partnership, cap off pay 


BOISE (AP) — Advocates 
pressed legislative budget writ-, 
ers'on Friday to retain the feder- 
ally financed Idaho Rural - 
Partnership, and to take the cap 
off the director’s salary. 

“A year ago, I said I would give 
the partnership a year to 
progress," Labor Department 
Director Roger Madsen told die 
Joint Finance-Appropriations 
Committee. “The director has 
been very responsive to the 
needs of our agencies, the gover- 
nor’s office, other agencies.” 

The panel was created to bring 
government and private 
resources together to benefit 
rural Idaho economically and 
socially, and it appears to have 
worked. 

“It sounds to me like you have 
turned it around," Republican 
Rep. Frnnces Field of Grand 
View said. 

A year ago, after unwittingly 
voting to simply cede Madsen’s 
jurisdiction over the IRP to the 
federal government, the budget 
committee decided to maintain 
state control of the agency. 

It also slashed the salary of 
Director Richard Gardner from 
$65,000 to $50,000. 

Critics claimed they had seen 
no benefit from any programs 
involving what was then called 
the Idaho Rural Development 
Council, the 1991 brainchild of 
former GOP Vice President Dan 
Quayle. They suggested that 
whatever the agency did do 
simply duplicated work being 
done by other government offi- 
cials. 

Trent Clark, the chairman of the 
partnership’s board of directors at 
the time, acknowledged on Friday 
that he and others had failed to

NAGANO, Japan (AP) - Ingo 
Stcuer was standing on a street in 
his hometown in Germany three 
months ago when the side mirror 
of a passing car clipped his right 
forearm. 

It didn’t seem like a big deal at 
the. time* A little.pain. Nothing 
like some of the other injuries 
he’d had. But the pain surged 
with a vengeance the next day. 
His arm throbbed so badly he 
was sure his and partner Mandy 
Woctzel's bid for an Olympic 
pairs figure skating medal was 
over, ruined by a fluke injury. 

Again. 

“It was a nightmare, just like 
four years ago when we couldn’t 
finish, 1 ’ Stcuer said Friday, two 
days before the pairs competition 
begins with the short program. 

. “No results. No Olympics.” 

He follows the words with a. 
groan of frustration, shaking his 
head. For ns much success ns the 
reigning world champions have 
had, they've been cursed with 
just as many injuries. 

Four years ago at Lillehammer, 
Woetzcl tripped on a rut during die . 
free skate and fell on her chin. With 
blood gushing from the cut, - she was , 
carried off the ice by Steuer. They 
couldn’t finish and were forced to 
withdraw, and Woetzel needed sev- 
eral stitches. She still has a small 
scar on her chin. 

“We don’t think about it. It’s 
over,” she said. “It was not a big 
thing. It was just a little accident. 

It could happen to anybody, so I 



don’t think about it.” 

They can't help but think about 
thisjatest injury, which forced 
them to drop out of the German 
and European championships. 
They competed at the Champions 
Scries final, finishing second to 
Yelena Berezhnaya and Anton 
Sikharulidzc of Russia, but 
Steucr’s arm hurt so badly he had 
to be token to the hospital. Tests 
showed torn ligaments in his 
right shoulder.

his hometown. Ourmanncd and 
underfunded, he has helped 
defeat gambling initiatives in 20 
states. 

In January, Grey's crusade 
brought him to Atlantic City, 
the faded senside tourist town 
that resorted to casino gam- 
bling in 1978 in a bid to remake, 
itself. While state and local 
leaders lauded the economic 
impacts — more than 40,000 
jobs, billions of dollars in tax 
revenue, aid to seniors and the 
disabled — Grey was not 
impressed. 

“It’s being reborn on the 
backs of people losing money. 
They say 550 billion has gone 
through here. I don’t see $50 


billion in the community," he 
said. 

After listening to experts tell 
the federal commission about 
the social impacts of casino gam- 
bling — suicides, divorce and 
bankruptcies by distraught bet- 
tors — he laughs off the sugges- 
tion that the casino companies 
will work to help them. (“It is 
the compulsive gamblers losing 
that is their main revenue 
source.”) 

A thorn in the casino industry's 
side, he has nonetheless earned 
some respect. 

“He’s a personable individual, 
but he should get another 
speech,” said MGM Grand Inc. 
chairman J. Terrence Lanni.

If churches want to continue to 
thrive, they must adjust to change 


. People are searching for direc- 
tion in a world that has too many 
confusing intersections and off- 
ramps to nowhere. 

In the past, they turned to orga- 
nized religion, finding meaning and 
comfort in congregations of like- 
minded seekers. Together they 
built edifices to the praise of God 
and to the well-being of themselves 
and their families. With church, 
doors opened, others then were 
attracted to promises of a heavenly 
•destination that preachers mapped 
opt in resplendent detail 

• But that was in an age of black 
and white. Today, the search for 
meaning — and the answers prof- 
fered — has a spectrum of colors 
to choose from far more compli- 
cated than was true for our ances- 
tors. 

For churches to compete, they 
must listen to the questions peo- 
ple are asking and find ways to 
serve those who otherwise might 
never find their way to those 
ppen doors. And they must do 
that even as their own members 
are less and less supportive of 
their own congregations. 

According to a recent study by 
Empty Tomb, a research group in 
Champaign, 111., “church member 
giving to benevolences declined 
as a portion of income for an 
Unprecedented 10th year in a 
row." And, for the first time since

1992, giving as a percentage of 
income decreased not only to 
benevolences but to everything, 
including keeping the heat and 
lights on in churches. 

Three years ago, Sylvia 
Ronsvolle, co-founder of Empty 
Tomb, made the following obser- 
vation about giving patterns: 
“First, congregations pull away 
from the national headquarters, 
then individuals pull away from 
their congregations.” • 

The formula for rekindling the 
fervor and benevolence of any 
church is unique to each congre- 
gation. But there arc some uni- 
versal themes to note. 

In her book “Congregations 
and Community," sociologist 
Nancy Ammerman contends that 
churches endure and grow when 
they adapt to change. 

“Congregations that ‘do not try 
new programs and new forms of 
outreach when they are faced 
with environmental change," she 
writes,, “arc not likely to survive 
past the life spans of their cur- 
rent members." 

An energetic laity, partner- 
ships with other congregations, 
new programs and strong leader- 


ship are the ingredients that cre- 
ate a lively and healthy church, 
she notes. 

In 'Wichita, Kan., several 
churches, it seems to me, have 
seen the ndaptingto-change light: 

• St. Mark United Methodist 
Church has expanded its facili- 
ties to serve the people in north 
Wichita. A free health clinic 
along with space for community 
groups keeps the church connect- 
ed to its neighbors. 

• Immanuel Baptist Church 
decided to remain in south 
Wichita and reach out to area res- 
idents. It also has set up a part- 
nership with nearby Hamilton 
Middle School that allows stu- 
dents to use the church’s 4-year- 
old Christian Life Center. 

• Hilltop Evangelical Free 
Church is planning to build a 
multipurpose center for youth 
activities, meetings and a thrift 
shop for economically depressed 
residents of southeast Wichita. 

These churches have learned a 
valuable lesson: For a ’church to 
survive and tlirivc, it cannot run 
away from problems or insulate 
itself from them. Rather, it must 
listen to the needs of those 
around it and creatively show 
that it cares.

Growth, fewer priests force Catholic 
churches to begin construction program 


BOISE (AP) — More parish- 
ioners and fewer priests are forc- 
ing local Catholic churches to 
spend $8 million in new con- 
struction and move the largest 
congregation in Idaho. 

“We have to do this to Contin- 
ue to serve the needs of the peo- 
ple,” said Jim Bowen, chancellor 
at the Roman Catholic Diocese 
of Boise. The number of _ 
Catholics in Ada County has 
grown lo 18,000, an increase of 16 
percent since 1990. 

Catholics ore the second- 
largest denomination in the state 
after the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints. They arc 7 
percent of Idaho’s population, 
but arc finding fewer priests to

Man sees 
environment 
as God’s gift

WASHINGTON — Tom McCar- 
thy’s religious perspective on 
God’s good Earth has propelled 
him to tackle all sorts of environ- 
mental projects at St. John the 
Evangelist Catholic Church in 
Columbia, Md. His parish now 
uses recycled photocopy paper, 
bans Styrofoam cups and plates at 
receptions and holds a special 
Mass cadi spring in observance of 
Earth Day. 

“Many years ago, 1 saw the 
environment as a gift from God 
that we should lake care of," said 
the Catonsvillc, Md., financial 
adviser, whose church also keeps 
used bicycles out of landfills by 
refurbishing them for needy chil- 
dren. “However, I see more to it 
now. 1 see God as being in all of 
life and all of nature and all of 
creation. And because of that, I 
now see nature and the environ- 
ment os sometliing sacred." 

Like McCarthy, Americans of 
all faiths increasingly arc looking 
at the environment through a 
spiritual lens. For diem, “care for 
creation" is much more than pre- 
serving wildlife and pristine 
scenery. It is a religious mandate. 

■ That faith-based commitment 
to the environment is evident in 
the pastoral messages of religious 
leaders such as Pope Jolin Paul D, 
who has sold "the urological crisis ' 
is a moral issue," and Ecumenical 
Patriarch Bartholomew I, spiritual 
loader of the world’s 250 million 
Orthodox Christians, who has 
bluntly called destroying and pol- 
luting die environment “sins.” 

The message is that litter, oil 
spills, drinking water tainted with 
lead, deforestation and untreated 
sewage flowing into the sea are 
not simply legal infractions but 
also are morally wrong. 

“We evangelicals arc recogniz- 
ing more and more that environ- 
mental issues are not Republican 
or Democratic, that they really 
come from the most wonderful 
teachings that we have in 
Scripture, which command us to 
honor God by caring for creation," 
said the Rev. Stan L. LcQuirc, 
director of the Evangelical 
Environmental Network. 

The Wynncwood, Pa., group, 
which was founded in 1993, urges 
evangelical Christian communities 
to become "Noah Congregations" 
by pledging to care for the envi- 
ronment. In 1996, the Network, 
among other groups, waged a sue-, 
ccssful $1 million battle against 
congressional efforts to weaken 
the Endangered Species Act. 

There arc numerous examples 
of the growing interest by religious 
groups in the Earth’s physical 
woes. Seminaries arc adding cour- 
ses on the environment and cco- 
justice and installing energy-sav- 
ing devices in buildings. When 
they met last month at the Reli- 
gious Action Center of Reform 
Judaism in Washington, DrCr; 
Jewish rabbis put the environment 
on their agenda for the first time.

72,000 information- packets on 
environmental heal tic And Roman 
Catholic bishops in Oregon, Idaho, 
Washington state, Montana and 
Canada hove teamed up for a 
threeycar “theological reflection" - 
on the Columbia River watershed. 


Parochial school faces 
suit for firing teacher 


>Y YORK (AP) — There is 
no denying that Michelle Ganzy, 
a. math teacher dismissed from a 
religious school, liatl premarital 
sex. Her 19-month-old daughter 
Nyla is proof. But was she fired 
for fornication, or because she 
became pregnant? 

Ganzy, 28, is suing Allen 
Christian School, .claiming dis- 
missal for pregnancy, in violation 
of the 1964 federal civil rights act 
that bars discrimination for such 
reasons as gender. Last month, a 
federal court judge refused a 
defense request to dismiss the 
case. A jury trial is now possible, 
though no date has been set. 

A lawyer representing the Rev. 
Elaine Flake, who heads the 
school, Taid rccentiy-that having 
unmarried mothers as teachers 
does not reflect the school’s 
Christian values, and that Ganzy 
knew that. 

“We’re dealing with a very 
strong constitutional issue of pro- 
tection of freedom of religion," 
attorney Michael E. Pressman 
said. 

Flake is the wife of the Rev. 


only a general statement of 
belief, she said, pledging that her 
“temperament and lifestyle are 
in accordance with’ the will'of ~ 
God and the Holy Scripture." 

Ganzy offered. a chronology of 
her employment that also is.out-., 
lined in her suit. In September 
1995, site was hired to teach math 
for Grades 3 through 8. In 
October, she liecame pregnant by 
her boyfriend, Anthony Cromer. 

Pressman said the school 
offered to move Ganzy to a less 
visible job during her pregnancy 
and place her back in the class- 
room after the birth.

In die past, federal courts have 
generally refused lo-intcrferc" ' 
with religious school hirings and 
firings. In 1996, appellate judges 
in Cincinnati upheld the 1993 
decision of Harding Academy of 
Memphis, Tcnn., to fire Andrea 
Boyd. The unmarried teacher was 
fired after she became pregnant.. 

Although Ganzy’s suit asks for 
Si million in damages, her 
lawyers say tiiey will not be able

CHARLOTTE, N.C. — 
Members of First Union's bond 
team sit elbow to elbow, staring 
at computer screens, barking 
numbers into phone headsets, 
hurling questions, grimacing, 
grinning, entreating customers to 
buy, to sell. 

In this unrelenting frenzy, mil- 
lions of dotiurs change hands on a 
nod. 

“This is an extremely aggres- 
sive, tough, dog-cat-dog busi- 
ness," said Jeff Stewart, 30 and 
part of the bond group on One 
First Union’s eighth floor in 
uptown Charlotte. “It breeds foul 
language at times and not being 
so nice. It’s difficult for me to 
enter this environment and keep 
my faith.}’ 

For hJlp, Stewart turns to a 
small, lavender-jacketed prayer 
book tucked between technical 
tomes. He listens to Christian 
radio driving to and from work. 
He prays frequendy, and lie tries 
to schedule business travel 
around his Wednesday fasting 
-and evening worship - ". On 
Wednesdays, he fasts. 

“Holiness is the goal, but I fall 
well short," he said.

Such battles take faith of many 
kinds beyond weekend worship 
and into Charlotte’s work world. 
During lunch, hundreds of 
uptown workers attend Jewish 
study groups, Catholic masses 
and Bible luncheons. Many peo- 
ple privately turn to faith during 
the work day. .’ 

Religion’s prevalence in 
Charlotte’s business-driven world 
— even with increased legal chal- 
lenges to religion in the work- 
place — reflects a strong Bible 
Belt heritage. This is a dry where 
church and synagogue atten- 
dance surpass the national aver- 
age. Nationwide, there also is 


growing interest in spirituality, 
especially among aging Baby 
Boomers confronting their own 
mortality and rethinking priori- 

Davis Kuykendall, director of 
Charlotte's Search Ministries, 
does public sessions, private 
counseling and consulting for 
local churches. At the Uptown 
YMCA, he leads a monthly lunch 
group that explores the Bible’s 
relevance and application in the 
business world.

Center for the Laity in Chicago, a 
sort of national clearinghouse 
and advocate for taking faith 
beyond Sunday worship. 

“We’re talking about creating

Full cn on, and A jay Myer, plant 
manager for 3M Dental Products 
in Irvine. 

The other finalists: Cody Lcser, 
district manager, Novell Corp. in 
Irvine; Lance Hicks, cliief execu- 
tive officer, Finance 500 in Irvine; 
Gary Nelson, vice president of 
engineering, Scantron Corp. in

They range in age from 41 to

on which these managers have 
built theit; careers, recurrent 
themes play n fugue. 

These principles pay rewards 
in human capital and profits. 

1. Give employees authority: 

No other principle came up as 
often as the neqd for a manager 
“to give people the tools, then 
stay out of the way and let them 
do their jobs," as Nelson put it. 


Hicks merely calls it delegating 

“You can't be a good manager 
if you don't delegate," he insist- 
ed. 

Novell employee Donna Her- 
mann, who'wrotc Lcscr\s nomina- 
tion on behalf of his employees in 
three districts for the company, 
said he empowers employees by 
giving them the tools to accom- 
plish their individual and compa- 
ny goals. 

“He gave each account execu- 
tive in our region a budget ... to 
fund seminars jmdjnacketing. . 
over the course of the year 
instead of going to the corporate 
trough each time," she said. "The 
net result was more hang for the 
buck’ — superior seminars and 
marketing activities and higher 
sales for the company." 

At 3M .Dental, Myer calls this 
principle “windows of authority.”

tions are necessary. 

“Once people know they're 
responsible for an assignment, 
they take ownership,” he said. 
"Once outside that window, 
above or below, it’s their respon- 
sibility to give me notice. No one 
is looking over their shoulder." 

This approach enabled 3M 
Dental to win the California quali- 
ty award in 1994 from the 
California Council for Quality and 
Service in San Diego — six years 
ahead of the division’s goal — and 
the national Malcolm Baldridge-^ 
Award for quality tliis year. 

2. Communicate: 


Employee empowerment 
' doesn't work without frequent 
communication. ■ - 

“If people arc to be successful, 
they have to have information," 
Myer said. 

He talks informally with all 250 
of his associates and has weekly 
staff meetings and semiannual 
"state of the plan" presentations. ■ 

Then there are the weekly bas- 
ketball games. 

"Good managers listen," Hicks 
said. “I have a constant parade of 
. peopliun arnLout of mjLofficc. I_ 
have to listen very carefully and 
attend to each individually. If I 
don't, it adversely affects that 
person and the business.” 

3. Behave with integrity: 

Integrity, Gordon said, “is the 

real issue. If you’re honest, you 
don’t have to worry what you said 
the last time around.”

Deer Creek will be designed 
along the lines of Horsethief 
Reservoir, a popular Fish and 
Game-owned waterway east of 
Cascade that has been a model of 
recreational fishing success for 
other states.

the Deer Creek dam this year. It 
..likely .would stock the wat er wi th 
rainbow trout. Biologists also will 
take the reservoir’s temperature 
to determine whether it could 
support such warm- water species 
as doss. 

“It would take some years to 
stabilize," Moore said. “The ini- 
tial few years on any new body 
of water are exceptionally good 
becauso you have a lot of pro- 
ductivity from all of the vegeta- 
tion and other things breaking 
down and providing nutrients; 
then it stabilizes at a lower 
level." 

Deer Creek has been on Fish 
and Game’s wish list for a long 
time. 

“I wish we had the disposable 
resources to provide thoso types 
of fisheries more often,” Moore 
said.
